South 
and west of New York telegraphic and 
telephonic wires are prostrate, com- 
munication ending in the afernoon, 
and although conditions

cago late in the evening, communica- 
tion by wire with Philadelphia and 
Baltimore was cut off absolutely. Slow

Washington by way of Atlanta, Ga. 
The storm probably wrought more 
havoc with telegraph lines in this sec- 
tion than any in ten years. 


The Storm In Washington. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—A severe 


sleet storm struck Washington today 
and tonight, 
the national capital is 


absolutely cut off from all telegraphic 
or telephonic communication north of 
Baltimore, and is compelled to depend 
on uncertain wires to Richmond and 
Atlanta for reaching the country at" 
large.

CUK1OS1TIES OF MICA."'U" 


lt« Appearance Before It I* •»!!* 


Into Sheet*. 


The ml«! as it comes from the minea 


Is In blocks which are theoretically 
short rhombic prisms, but practically 
&K'i scarcely recognizable as such, bav- 
in;? a very rough and uneven contour. 
They have a very perfect cleavage 
parallel to the base and may be split 
Into laminss' thinner than tho thinnest 
tissue paper, and these laminoj form 
the familiar transparent 'stove panes 
r.nd lamp chimneys. The exterior por- 
tions of these blocks are opaque, brittle 
a'nd worthless, presv.maLly from- the 
penetration of water, for mica soon 
uecomp6ses wlicn exposed to any con- 
siderable weathering. 
A thick layer 


of plates lias therefore to be removed 
from either face of the blocks before 
any mica of commercial size or value 
is reached, and the sheets split from 
the remainder are surrounded by a 
wide margin of worthless material. 


But the difficulties and losses of 


mica mining are far from being all 
enumerated. Even when occurring in 
blocks of commercial size it Is ren- 
dered valueless, or comparatively so, 
by one or more of a series of defects, 
which mny be classed as color, specks, 
ruling, ribbing and wedge formation. 
It sometimes occurs literally pled with 
black dots, consisting in general of 
black oxide of iron or garnet, and 
when even a tew of these are present 
its commercial value is destroyed, bc- 
car.se such mica when used as an insu- 
lator is peculiarly liable to puncture, 
the specks forming practically short 
circuits for the electric current. 
The 


same is true of streaks, which are 
bcnu'.imes turned to red rust. 


Some otherwise excellent mica is 


found to be ruled or cut. as it wore, 
with a scries of perfectly straight 
i.iiu-s. parallel to one side of the crys 
lal. s > that on being split the mica 
falls immediately into strips; or, again, 
Instead of being striped or ruled, the 
mic.v is often deeply ribbed or corru- 
gated parallel to the adjacent edges of 
the crystal, so as to give the appear- 
ance of the letter A, or, raihor, V. 
whence it is termed "A mica." As the. 
ribbed i ortion has to be cut away in 
the sheet, such mica is unprofitable 
unless the blocks be large. 
Wedge 


mica is that in which the block is 
thicker at one end than tho other, the 
laniir..e partaking in the uncvenness 
Such blocks are wholly worthless ex- 
cept as scrap.—Engineering Magazine

which is perfectly clear. Already im- 
iirovcment of his muscular condition

HYDROGRAPHIC WORK ON NEW 


ENGLAND RIVERS. 


May Donohue as "Lady de Sibley." 


The UnitPd States Geological Sur 


/e-y is conducting a systematic studj 
;f the New England rivers. The in 
/estimation consists in measurements 
•>f the \rlumc of their flow and in ob- 
taining mlormation regarding the con- 
litions cl their drainage basins which 
\fiVet th'eir public usefulness. The 
nvestigation is being made on ac- 
count of its bearing on the two im 
nortant uses of Now England streams 
—water power and municipal supply 


Many ot" the water powers of tin 


regie/a are already developed, especial 
ly those in. Maine and on the Merri 
mac and Connecticut rivers, but it u 
'xpected that the investigations wil 
lead to an increase in the use 01 
power on many streams by oncourae 
ing improvements in their natura 
storage facilities which will make ii 
possible to save a portion of then 
flood waters. Such impiovements arc 
already being considered on the Ker 
nehcc, Maine, in the construction o 
a dam at the outlet of Moosehea' 
Lake. 


The Now Egland lakes and river; 


are also important for municipal sui 
•Ay on account of the unusual numbe 
of cities and large towns in these 
states But the question of supply i: 
complicated by the serious pollutioi 
ot" many of these streams by city sew 
orage and manufacturing refuse. 


All these aspects off the rivers ars 


receiving attention in the investiga 
tion. Daily records of stream heigh' 
are kept and measurements made tc 
ascertain the amount of flow. Particu 
lar attention is paid to finding th< 
average and low water flows whiel 
are important for power users an' 
those seeking municipal supply. Pur 
ity tests arc also made, for clorine anc 
turbidity, and tho effect of pollutioi 
on property aftd the public health arc 
being studied. 


Among the streams which are nov 


being studied are the Ilousatonic, Con 
nccticut, 
Sudbury, 
Blackstone 


Nashua, Merrimac, Kennebec and An 
droseoggin. The work is part of the 
general study of tho country's wate: 
resources which the geological surve; 
is conducting.

There Is one exceedingly disagree- 


able habit into which some people f»ll 
without seeming to notice it. This Is 
nagging. They cannot eay what they 
have, to say and then let It alone, bet 
keep pecking nnd pecking at it on 
every occasion, and if occasions do not 
arise naturally they make them. In 
this nagging sarcasm or Jrony bears a 
leading part. A thing may be said once 
or twice as a pleasant raillery in a gen- 
ial humor, but when repeated over and 
over it ceases to be fun. It then cuts. 
Sarcasm is a two edged tool; it cuts 
and wounds the one at whom it is aim- 
ed and it irritates and roughens the 
one who uses it. It is a dangerotis 
tool for one to use who wishes to be 
either kind or just. It conies easily to 
the lips, and the intellect takes a cer- 
tain kind of delight in aptness, ingenu- 
ity or sharpness. Its use grows on one; 
at least the habit becomes so habitual 
that it is used unconsciously. Howev- 
er good naturedly one seems to take it, 
it Is almost certain to leave a sting; 
there is a -wound that hurts. Struggle 
against it as one will, there will often 
be an impression curried that some 
part of it is meant in earnest. 


Too often do all of us wound the 


feelings of others by carelessness In 
speech. We cannot too carefully guard 
ourselves npuinst the nagging habit. 
It rasps and wears out the best of dis- 
positions. 
Let us endeavor ever to 


make- our speech kindly even when 
obliged to find fault. "A blow with a 
word strikes deeper than a blow with 
a sv, ord." 
"We shall never err by 


speaking too kindly. These naggers art. 
often kind at heart and would not will- 
Inglj wound another. They have form- 
ed the habit unconsciously and ate not" 
aware of how frequently they indulge 
in that kind of talk. It does not occur 
to them that any one may take a fur- 
ther meaning than they have meant 
or that any part of it will be taken se- 
riously. It is unavoidable, however, 
that this is so. 


The nagging habit Is the real renson 


why some women find it difficult fo re- 
tain servants. It is for the sharpness 
of their tongues that some really ex- 
cellent people are avoided and disliked 
in society. 
People dread the totiguc 


lashings that slip so easily from the 
lips and without real malice, but they 
ne\ erthelcss cut deep. 
Let us put a 


"guard on ourselves and see that this 
habit of sarcastic speech and nagging 
is not ours. The Chinese have a say- 
ing that "a man's conversation is the 
mirror of his thoughts." Ihere is truth 
in it. If we habitually talk in a certain 
way, we grow to be that way in char- 
acter.—Milwaukee Journal.

tralia Gala* "Wide Popularity In 
the United StntcB—Outfit* Cnw Be 
Bought For From fS.SO Up to flO. 
Kale* Governing Flay. 
No indoor game of recent years has 


created such a sudden furore as ping- 
pong, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Its 


"far flung battle line," extending from 
Australia to half way across the Amer- 
ican continent, is rapidly extending 
westward and bids fair to soon encir- 
cle the globe. Chicago has the craze 
well developed, and Omaha, Detroit, 
Kansas City and other western cities 
have incipient symptoms. 


Pingpong, table tennis, pompom, 


whiffwhaff and gossirua are some of 
the names by which the new game is 
known in different parts, but the first 
two seem to be the most popular. 


For two seasons the game has been 


popular in Australia, New Zealand, In- 
dia and the British isles. Early last 
fail it was introduced into the United 
States and Canada, and inside of two 
mouths it had caught the popular fan- 
cy. 


G. S. Cox, who managed the tour of 


Harry Vardon in the United States and 
who recently returned from a visit to 
London, reports that the tournaments 
in the English metropolis attract large 
crowds and that the outfits there cost 
as high us ?7o. These expensive affairs 
arc used in swelldom and are made 
with gold and silver sideposts and oth- 
er costly accessories. So far the game 
has not gone to such extremes on this 
side of tho water, and outfits can be 
bad from $2.50 to .?10. 


A Chicago dealer is authority for the 


statement that at least 50 per rent of 
the people whose names appear in the 
blue book tire possessors of n pingpoug 
outfit. From homes the game is spread- 
ing to the clubs, and visitors on any 
night to the Winter club. University 
club nnd Chicago Athletic association 
can hear the ping and pong of the cel- 
luloid balls as they come in contact 
with the rackets of the players. Fol- 
lowing the wake of the clubs come the 
hotels, the Virginia being one of the 
first to secure nil outfit for the benefit 
of its guc'sto. P.owling alley keepers 
\\ho have the space are contemplating 
installing the game, and Captain A. C. 
Anson hns already made negotiations 
for nn equipment. 


With tho garuo catching qji at such a 


pace there appears to be every proba- 
bility of tho lending clubs playing 
matches, and tho same condition ot" af- 
fairs exists here as in London, where 
the National Sporting club has been 
obliged to sot apart special rooms for 
tho game and whore the billiard balls 
arc practically deserted. 


Pingpong is a sort of miniature lawn 


tennis, which can bo played on any 
fair sized ilining table, although for 
special matches there are specified 
measurements. The ball, which is -con- 
structed of celluloid, is slightly smaller 
than a golf ball and feels much like a 
blown bird's egg. It is about five inch- 
es in circumference. The racket?, bats 
or battledores, as Ihey are variously 
termed, arc light rattan affairs covered 
with parchment, sheep or calf skin, ac- 
cording to tlioir prices. 


Tho laws of the game are ns follows: 
3. The srame is for two players. They 


shall stand one at each end of the table. 
The player who first delivers the ball shall 
be ca'i^'i the server and the other tho 
striker out. 


2. The sen or shall stand behind the ta- 


ble and within the limits of the width of 
thp table. 


3 The service shall be strictly under- 


hand and from behind the table; that is 
to say, at the time of striking the ball 
the racket may not be over the table, and 
no part of the racket, except the handle, 
may be above the \\aist. 


4. The ball must drop on the table be- 


yond the net and is then in play. If it 
drops into the net or off the table, it Is 
called a. "fault" and counts to the striker 
out. 


5. There is no second service except 


when the ball toucb.es> the net or posts In 
passing over and drops on the table be- 
yond the net, when it is called a "let," 
and another service is allowed. 


G. If the ball in play strikes any object 


above or around the table before It drops 
on the table (not or posts excepted). It 
counts against the striker. 


7. The server wins a stroke If the striker 


out falls to return the service or tho ball 
In play. 


S. The striker out wins a stroke if the 


server serves a "fault" or fails to return 
the ball in play or returns the ball so that 
It falls off the table. 


9. No volleying is allowed, whether in- 


tentional or otherwise, and if any ball 
shall be touched before striking the table 
It counts against the player touching it.

Trees torn by storms from the banks 


of Asiatic rivers frequently float across 
the Pacific to the American coast. Be- 
tween Ivakalug end Kyak islands, 
about 1,200 miles northwest of Seattle, 
enormous piles of this driftwood cover 
the beaches. There can be no question 
of the Asiatic origin of the timber. 
They are the trunks of the camphor 
tree, the mango and the mahogany. 
Logs 130 feet long and eight feet in di- 
ameter are frequently found. Many of 
them are sees! floating shoreward, with 
fantastic roots standing high above the 
waves. 
In places the logs are piled 


twenty feet high. They are generally 
without bark, which has been peeled 
off by the waves, and most of them 
have become white and heavy from 
Impregnation with salt water. As they 
pile up the sands drift o\er them, and 
gradually they sink out of skht, and 
hew beaches are formed.

Excavations along the beach show that 
texture of the buried timber uets hard- 
er and harder the farther in you p>, 
until in some instances petrifaction has 
taken place. Other excavations show 
logs that have turned to coal. 


The presence of Siberian driftwood 


on the shores of Greenland convinced 
Nanseu that his idea of drifting acrobs 
the Polar sea In (lie I'ram was logical. 
Great quantities of the wood are an- 
nually cast on the coasts of Spits- 
bergen and Nova Xembla, and there 
are tribes of Greenland Kskimos who 
depend for sledge runners and other 
wooden Implements on the drift from 
Siberian forests. 
For years they de- 


pended for Iron Implements on the 
hoops of casks which came to them 
over seas.—Theodore Waters in Aius- 
lee's.

Into It they poured plaster of paris 
down the crevices that were already 
opened, and as soon as the plaster had 
hardened the crust of lava was care- 
fully removed, and, lo, the form of a 
human being; in his last struggles was 
revealed! The outlines and form of 
the person werfi perfectly preserved, 
showing plainly that he had bee:: bur- 
led in boiling Idva. which had hard- 
ened about him. The intervening 1.800 
years and the heat of the- lava besides 
had reduced the body to a handful of 
dust, but the lava had left a .cast nat- 
ural as life.

been reproduced, oue of them with the, 
features so perfectly preserved as to 
fillOW the expression of the faee. In 
some of the plaster casts parts of the 
skeleton are imbedded.
